you when coming away, an'j in order 
to make my promise good, as we are 
now here ten months, I 
thought it 


about to time to let you know how 
things are going.

taken quite a while to get things ad- 
justed in a strange country, for people 
coming 
five, thousand miles from 
a 


country town to a city of three ancl one- 
half millions of 
people 
and no one 


speaking "Decatur" or Illinois English. 
Everything is so very 
different here, 


just the reverse 
from 
home. 
The 


(ountry \Ulhin two hundred miles of 
Berlin irs very much the same as sur- 
lOtindH Mouticellu, very level and a lit- 
tle rolling in other places, but one sees 
no fences anywhere within two hun- 
dred miles of Berlin. Much w i l d game 
such as deer, long tailed praiiie chick- 
en 
and 
wild 
ducks 
come 
and 


raise their young in the Tbiergartcn. 
There is a Hock of about 5UO mallard 
ducks which stays here most of the 
time. 
There are jack rabbits every- 


where, also wild pigeon about the si/.e 
of our game chicken that stay In the 
Thiergarten. 


Wa see no barns or farmhouses. All 


live in small towns, so that the life 
on the farm as we know it is entirely 
unknown In Germany. We see every- 
thing growing here except corn. Fruits 
are much more perfect,

smaller varieties, sue has strawberries, 
which 
are as large as hen's eggs, 


the wild ones are as small as the or- 
dinary pea but delicious 
in 
flavor. 


Raspberries are much finer here and 
sell at the low price of five cents per 
quart. 
Nothing tastes the same, not 


even the meat. 


Pork is more like chicken and goose 


is as tender as calf's liver.

goose meat at home is much like a 
rubber boot heel, the more you chew it 
the tougher it gets.
